Claim 1 is unclear and cannot be understood. The claim 
recites " an information recording medium comprising a substrate 
disposed thereon a magnetic recording layer not a disk. 

Therefore, the phrase " wherein the magnetic recording layer is in 
advance magnetized concentrically or spirally around a center of a 
disk " is unclear and cannot be understood. 

The same rejection is repeated for the phrase " the 
magnetic recording layer being in advance magnetized concentrically 
or spirally around a center of a disk " ( claim 7, lines 5-7; claim 
11, lines 5-7; claim 12, lines 5-7 and claim 39, lines 4-6 ). 
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Claim (s) 2-6,8-10,13-38 incorporate the indef initeness of 
claim (s) 1,7,12 and 13 by virtue of their dependency thereon. 

5) Claims 7-39 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to 
overcome the rejection (s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
set forth in this Office action.
